BEEF GOING DOWN. 
Plenty of Grass-fed Cattle Reaching 
New York from the West—Prices of 


Inferior Grades Lower. 

(BY WIRE TO THE TIMES! 

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—[({Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Now that grass-fed cattle 
are reaching here from the West, cer- 
tain grades of beef may be bought at 
prices below those which have been 
charged for several months. There is 
no difference in the retail price of what 
is considered to be the best quality of 
grain-fed cattle, although some of the 
meat dealers say that it has dropped 
half a cent a pound in the wholesale 
price because of the large percentage of 
grass-fed cattle coming into the mar- 
ket. One dealer in the Washington 
Market, when asked if the prices of 
beef were going down, said: “Yes, for 
the poorer qualities, but . not for the 
best quality. It has not changed a 
cent for the latter in the way of a de- 
crease in price. 

“The reason the inferior grades of 
meat are going down is that there is 
more coming into market. The early 
cattle were the first grade, or very 
poor; now the quantity of medium beef 
is increasing. The best beef does not 
go down, because there may be only 
three or four good cattle in a lot of 
fifty received. There is plenty of in- 
ferior, but a small amount of good beef 
in the market.

LUMBER MILLS IN DANGER.

TACOMA Wash.) Sept. 12.—The 
nearest disastrous fire is at Elma, sixty 
miles southwest of here, where seven 
large ‘umber mills are in great danger 
of destruction. At 9 o'clock all wires 
to Grays Harbor went down, and no 
word can be received from Elma or 
above there. 

About 11 o'clock a telegram reported 
Enumclaw, in King county, on the 
main line of the Northern Pacific, east, 
in great danger. The town appealed 
for a fire engine and hose, but, as 
many small brush fires are burning on 
Tacoma’s outskirts, none could be 
spared. 

The town of Bucoda, in Thurston 
county, forty-five miles south of here, 
was in inky darkness at 11 o'clock this 
morning, and the people re obliged 
to go about with lante From 6 
o'clock this morning until 10, the en- 
tire sky was blood red, with no signs 
of sunrise. The smoke is so high that 
many people refuse to believe that the 
phenomenon results from forest fires, 
and many of them are congregating on 
street corners, predicting dire disas- 
ter. 
At Centralia, Lewis county, darkness 
has caused all business to stop. 

Reports from Shelton at noon state 
that nearly all of the mills in Mason 
county are on fire. The town of Mat- 
lock in that county is in imminent dan-

{New York Times:] A number of 

residents of the block bounded by Mad- 
ison avenue, Park avenue, Thirty-third 
and Thirty-fourth streets, have hit 
upon a happy scheme for enjoying the 
open air during the summer months 
and also for beautifying their homes— 
at least the rear of them—to a consid- 
erable extent. 
The idea originated with a wel- 
known surgeon residing on East Thir- 
ty-third street. He found by a canvass 
among the other residents that they 
were in hearty accord. The result wus 
that after little labor, and a small 
amount of expenditure the space be- 
tween the buildings has been - 
much beauty and attractiveness. At 
the present time some of the people 
who occupy the houses on the Thirty- 
fourth street side are out of town, 
but it is expected that when they re- 
turn they will Jois the movement. 

The square bef the work was be- 
gun differed little from any of the 
rear yards between the ci blocks. 
There were the same high 1 * in- 
closing small lots no greater in area 
than those sold as family plots in the 
cemeteries, and not enough of space 
to give a man a little constitutional 
exercise without turni every few 
steps. Many of the small “pens” were 
used as storage 2 for washtubs,

MAKING THE GARDEN. 

It took but a short time for three of 
the “pens” to be transformed into a

Next it was decided to erect a small 
fountain. This will probably be sup- 
planted by a larger and mre elaborate 
one next year, when it is expected that 
there will be many more improvements 
and that there will be many come to 
see it in the hope of having an outdoor 
place of recreation during the sum- 
mer months, The cost of the fountain, 
when divided among the subscribers, 
was nominal, in fact. so much so that 
it could hardly be felt by those re- 
siding in the blocks, nearly all of whom 
are considered comfortably well to do. 
The total cost for the water supply 
was but 75 cents a day.

THE COAL STRIKE. 

Rights Cisimed by Unionists—How 
Unionism Breeds Antagonism Between 
Employers and Employed. 


A correspondent of the New York 
Sun, writing of the ceal strike, and. 
the question which it involves, makes, 
some nod points, as follows: 

The moment a body of men organize 
the ives into « union, they take to 
rights which they would 
not d eam of acsuming otherwise. I) 
other words, they practically take the 
position that neither the pubdil. aor the 
employers have any rights that a union 
cannot down, whether reasonable or 
unreasonable. Until! thie ts changed 
the fight must go on, entailing great 
waste of property and energy. 

Do we hear of any complaints from 
the tiers of the soll. the people who 
provide all our food, and whose wages 
are protably less than thore of any | 
other calling?’ Or do we hear of any | 
public sympathy for them, even when. 
the prices for their commodities are 
very ow? No, because the toiling mil- 
lions who raise our bread, and can- 
not combine and give we a tale of woe 
are too scattered. But, suppose they 
could, and suppore the farmers of 
Pennsylvania id get togethe, when 
wheat bringing only to cents 
por bushel. and say that the miliion- 
aires had no right to grind the poor 
farmers down to such prices at which 
they would not have an income of over 
$200 or $300 year.y—not enough to live 
on or support their tamilies decentiy. 
Let us suppose that they decided that 
the only way to correct it would be 
to keep the wheat from all the Stales 
bordering on Pennsylvania out o: 
so that they could charge $1 
bushel. Let us su poser that for this 
purfore they should decide to picket 
the whole border and prevent any 
wheat from crossing into the State, 
telling the New York and Ohio farm- 
ers that the Pennsylvania market for 
wheat belonge? to them; that they 
were scabs in trying to sel! the product 
of their labor in Pennsyivania, making 
prices so much lower. What would 
the people say to this? Would they 
submit to it for a moment? Is not 
this just what the labor unions are 
doing? Do they not want to buy 
everything they require in an open 
market, and do they not want to sell 
their labor in a restricted market, 
which is all perfectiy right, when no 
iliegitimate means are to fe- 
complish it? But, when they attempt 
to force eve:y man in industrial cen- 
ters into a union, whether he wants 
to or not, and when they even deny 
him the right to work without joining 
a union, t try to enforce restrice- 
tion of public and tndivitu;:l uU erty 
that must and will come to an end.

The talk about the low yearly aver- 
age earnings of the miners is very 
misieading. It is true that the yearly 
earnings are not as as they 
might be, but it is a well-known fact 
that the pay for, the actual hours 
worked ie as high, if not higher. than 
the hourly pay of men of any other 
like industry fully as haga . What 
makes their yearly earnings compara- 
tively small is that in normal or dun 
times, there is not enough work to 
keep all the men steadily employed. 
But the fascination for high pay when 
they do work is such that there are 
always more men in the region than 
can be employed on anything like ful 
time. This, however, is not the fauit 
of the operators. 

As Stated in the beginning of this 
article, labor unions have accomp!'shed 

benefite for mankind, and they 

ve come to stay, the same as the 
trusts. What interests us all is on 
what lines or in what way can the 
greatest good accomplished by 
unionism? Certainly not by any wild 
talk of antagonism between capital and 
labor, and by branding all millionaires 
and scabs af the great enemies of vo- 


clety. 

There is sometiiing about unionism 
under present me that tends to 
make a great guif between employer 
and em As soon aa & man joins 
a union he puts a chip on his shoulder,

among the most liberal and consider- 
ate, as is well known. We can all call 
to mind the case of the National Cash 
Register Company in Ono. which at- 
tracted o much attention a year or 
more age, which was probably the most 
unreasonabi? and uncalled-tor strike of 
—— years. Al iron and steel 

w that Carnegie paid from start to 
Anish the highest wages over pape 
this or any other country in t iron 
and steel line, yet the strike of 1892 re- 
suited. but ended Dow to 
unionism. The coal e aleo know 
that there never was any more just or 
generous coal miner than the late Eck- 
ley R. Coxe, who during his life was 
one of che most capable and * 
the largest individual coal miner in the 
world, and a man who took great in- 
terest in the elevation of labor, yet be 
had to fight many bitter strikes, all, 
as far as I know, resulting disastrous- 


ly to his men. 


The press of the country contains al- 
most daily accounts of strikes, boy- 
cotter, ordered by walking Gele- 
gates, that are simply outrages upon 
the rights of the community. Only re- 
cently we Nad of the calling out of the 
men working on the new 
Bridge employed by the contractors, to 
feree the same contractors to comply 
with certain terms for their men in 
Philadelphia. The men rebelled, but 
they are slaves of the union, and must 
obey. In enother case in a shipyard 
near New York some d men went out 
a few days since, because a new man 
hati been employed who presented 4 
card of a union that the men claimed 
was not in good standing. 

My own experience as un industrial

fairly it did not matter whether they 
beldnged to a union or not. Hence,

But there was constant in- 
elination to restrict the work done and 
interference N union men with non- 
union men. ja continued until the 
threats and Interference by union men 
with the non-union men became so 
pronounced that the non-union mes 
were leaving. This finally resulted in 
the 4ischarge of & union man and in 
consequence all the Union men went 
out. ut the shop is 
course, somewhat restricted as yet 
output. and f& is stil) an open shop, 
but an open nop in reality, not sim- 
ply in name, a will continue so. 

We were all sorry for this, pacticu- 
larly our manager. who had ! ate’ 
that labor unions were all right if 
they were properly treated, but he 
sees now that no management can get 
on with the unions without giving 
them the entire control, as regards 
wages, output, and who shall be em- 
ployed. It ts the old st again. 
“give a union an inch and t 
soon want a mile.” Rule of ruin only 
will satiefy them. 

There is no doubt but what the bad 
and untruthful teachings of a part 
of the press of the country have 
had much to do with the bringing 
about of these conditions, «a it 
might be sald the only wonde 
that they have not made matters 
worse. This only proves, as I have

The first-named generator is the 
largest of its kind on the Pacific Slope 
and is a mammoth machine. The y 
wheel, core and armature weigh 212,000 
pounds and when in use the rim of the 
fiy wheel, which ts four times a man’s 
height, will travel at a speed of ex- 
actly a mile a minute.

ADICAL CHANGE IN 


Ambiguous Resolution Adopted. - 


Committee on Public Works and Streets 
submitted by Chai Finlayson took 
up the two hours the Charter Re- 
vision Committee's meeting last night, 
but no definite action was taken. . 

The following resolution, which is 
construed to mean that a board of pub- 
lic works shall be one of the branches 
of the city government, was adopted: 

“That it is the sense of this commis. 
sion that the Council should submit to 
the electors of this city amendments 0 
the present charter embodying the sub- 
stance of the amendments recom- 
mended in the report of the Committee 
on Public Works.“ 

This resolution is not very plain and 
is capable of a wide range of interpre- 
tation, according to Mr. Finlayson, its 
originator. It was passed after a long 
debate between Messrs. Bowen, Pierce 
and Matthews on the one side and 
. Finlayson, Walker and Frank 
on the other regarding the virtues of 
the system provided for in the report 
submitted, which consumes 111 type- 
written . 

Finlayson's plan suggests the most 
radical changes in the organic law of 
the mpegs yd yet presented to the 
committee, It provides for a Board of 
Public Works of three members, to be 
appointed by the Mayor for four years, 
the terms of office being arranged so 
that one member would retire almost 
eve year. It is contemplated that 
the ra shall be made up of promi- 
nent citizens of ability and experience 
in public affairs, not more than two to 
be of the same political party. They 
shall be paid high salaries and give 
their entire time to their duties, meet- 
ing every business day. 

Under the board shall be a superin- 
tendent of public works, who must be 
a practical civil engineer and surveyor

report contains copious extracts from

In = his objections to the re- 
port, Mr. said: 

“The entire authority vested in the 
Council by the charter is given to the 
Board of Public Works in this report. 


If this report prevails there would 
be no necessl 


ty for a Councth. It 
places almost absolute power, that 
now rests with the the 
hands of this 


board. 

“If this is true, and I do not see how 
the report could be construed in any 
other way, let us abolish the Council: 
but I do not believe that the power 
given to representatives of the people 
should be transferred to one man and 


his appointees. 

According to the system ald down 
for us by this committee the Council 
would be obliged to carry out the or- 
ders of the Board of Public Works. 

“The system is, moreover, expensive, 
as compared with the one now used 
in that it provides for a number of 
new officials, and is far more compill- 


cated. 

“It is almost impossible to conceive 
of more work being done by anybody 
than has been carried out by the City 
Count in the past two years. This 
amount has exceeded that done in any 
previous four years of the city’s his- 
tory, and all of it has been planned by 
the Committee on Public Works of the 
Council.” 

Mr. Matthews criticised the argu- 
ment that had been ureed In favor of 
the report because it followed the lines 
of that part of the San Francisco char- 
ter relating to the Board of Public 
Works. ‘The last grand jury for the 
city and county of San Francisco,” gaid 
he. “recom that the Board of 
Public Works be abolished. in that it 
had been shown to be a useless inst 
tution. If this report is a wige one it 
should stand on its own merits, and not 
because it follows that which another 
city has adopted. 

“I do not believe that we should en- 
cumber our system with any machinery 
which would tend to complicate its 
workings nor to embody in our char- 
ter any complex rules the legality of 
which could be questioned.” 

Mr. Matthews referred to a similar 
report that had been presented to the 
Roard of Freeholders two years ago, 
and sald that it had been thoroughly 
considered by the ablest lawyers in 
the city, and had been voted down be- 
cause it was too complex, and pro- 
vided for a number of officers whose 
prescribed duties could be carried out 
more simply and with less expense 
than by the creation of a separate
